DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed on 6/12/09, with respect to claims 1 and 10 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 5 - 10 and 13 - 
19 has been withdrawn. The Harada reference only mentions the diameter of the fiber being 
10mm (par. 0007) and fails to teach that the elongation is started after a difference between an 
elongation axis and an end of one of the optical fiber base material and a dummy rod attached to 
the optical fiber base material is reduced and judged to be 10 mm or less. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 2, 5 - 10, and 13 - 19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious wherein elongation is started after a difference between an elongation axis and an 
end of one of the optical fiber base material and a dummy rod attached to the optical fiber base 
material is reduced and judged to be 10 mm or less.
